THE FLORIDA CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE. 

By direction of this Conference, at its late session at Leesburg, the Publishing 
Committee, increased to fifteen members, was authorized to “ employ an editor,” ad 
interim , and an Executive Committee of five members was appointed and vested 
with large discretionary powers. 

The Publishing Committee voted unanimously to employ Rev. Dr. Josephus 
Anderson as editor, under the authority conferred, ani reported their action to the 
Conference, which was unanimously approved. 

Upon consultation with Dr. Anderson, he was prevailed upon to give his consent 
to the arrangements made, which he did with great reluctance, and only at the 
urgent solicitation of his brethren. 

The Executive Committee found that the subscription had fallen off by 400 to 
500; others had to be eliminated and dropped, while the subscriptions of most of 
those remaining were about to expire. The books containing the cash and other 
business accounts, were so loosely kept that it was almost impossible to arrive at 
satisfactory results, and the financial condition of affairs involving the Advocate 
interests was almost desperate. To aid in relieving the pressure and preventing 
collapse, the Executive Committee agreed to reduce, for the time , the amount pay- 
able on editor’s salary to fifty dollars per month. But this only postponed the 
crisis for a few weeks, when the publishing company announced its inability to pro- 
ceed with its contract, without having paid a dollar of salary. 

This unexpected and most perplexing state of affairs taxed to the uttermost the 
patience, endurance and fortitude of the Executive Committee, aided by a few of 
the General Committee, who could meet us in consultation. 

Which way to turn and what to do, was a problem which seemed to outrun and 
overwhelm all expedient. We had on our hands the Church paper, inspired by 
earnest desire to see it continue and prosper ; burdened by a sense of responsi- 
bility ; without money, without a publisher ; while these great and cherished relig- 
ious interests seemed doomed to death at the end of ten days. 

Several propositions from different localities in the State, notably, from Gaines- 
ville and Jacksonville, were tendered, to take on the publication of the Advocate 
on terms specified ; and in our strained and straitened circumstances, we had deter- 
mined, on some slight modifications, to establish the paper in Jacksonville ; but 
we were prevented by a series of unlooked for incidents from carrying out this 
plan ; wisely restrained , as it seemed in the light of after events, from doing that 
which would have resulted in suspension and failure. We then made a temporary 
arrangement with the publishing company, which contract was afterwards trans- 
ferred to Messrs. Edwards & Street, Sanford, who agreed to publish at a fixed sum, 
cash, payable weekly, and to accept as cash the amount of Dr. Anderson’s unpaid 
salary. 

Dr. Moore kindly placed at our disposal for the time the sum of forty dollars, 
due him as agent of the College from the publishing company. These small sums 
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helped to bridge a chasm, and the Advocate appeared on time, giving evidence of 
the editor’s talent and faith. Suitable appeals were made to the church, and the 
itinerant old guard responded with a cheer. Our preachers — not all of them — but 
the large majority of them, when duty requires sacrifice, remind one of veteran 
soldiers who meet conflict with unconquerable courage, and who fall only with — 

“Back to the field and feet to the foe ! ” 

The church rallied ; cash subscriptions flowed in ; the current expenses were 
met ; the indebtedness charged to the preachers was bought in for cash, and the 
accounts held for payment by the committee ; all embarrassments were removed, 
and all liabilities during a period of months, were discharged, except the salary of 
the editor ; who, patient, faithful man, like the Hebrew toiler in Egypt, turned out 
daily a double tale of brick without any allowance of straw. 

By a v$te of the Executive Committee, Dr. Anderson was invested with the 
authority of business manager , and all the clerical work, as well as financial man* 
agement, with but very little help, has been done by him. The Doctor’s business 
and financial report to the Publishing Committee is herewith appended. How 
well his work has been done the Church will determine. 

The year 1888 has measured an episode in the history of our Advocate. We 
have passed alternately from gloom and helplessness to brightness and hope. The 
writer has often been reminded by this experience of an incident in Georgia 
Methodism, as related to him by a dear Christian friend in Gainesville, Ga.: 

A plain, pious old woman was discovered one day trying to repair in some sort 
an old dilapidated Church building with axe and hammer and saw, for the circuit 
rider had promised an appointment to preach. Some one passing asked, What are 
you doing ? I am repairing the house of the Lord. And what good can you do ? 
I can’t do much myself, but me and the Lord Jesus Christ can do a great deal. 
The result justified the faith of that good woman— a great revival and a new Church, 

In the day of our greatest depression we could only take the case to the Lord in 
prayer ; and now we humbly and greatfully inscribe our Ebenezer, ancLsay, hitherto 
the Lord hath helped us. 

Your Committee herewith return to you the authority you gave, and offer the 
Advocate for your support and fostering care, with a few recommendations : 

1. That it is important to adopt, as far as practicable, the cash in hand, plan 
and subscriptions. The business safety of the paper may require it. 

2. It will in future be wholly impracticable for one man to dicharge the duties 
both of pastor and editor. 

3. That past experience demonstrates the wisdom — perhaps the necessity, of one 
or the other of the two business arrangements, viz.: (1) either to form a joint 
stock association to purchase a publishing outfit to be held and operated by the 
company under the auspices of the Conference ; or, (2) to lease the business of 
the paper for a term of years to a member or members of this body, the Conference 
electing it editor. 

4. That if the latter plan be adopted, the lessees be allowed to select the place 
of publication with a view to securing the largest patronage. 

5. That out of any funds realized on moneys due the paper for the year 1888, 

Dr. Anderson be reimbursed for funds expended by him for the Advocate, and be 
paid his salary in whole or in part as the sum collected may enable the Committee 
to do.

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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS MANAGER. 

Bartow, Fla., January 8, 1889. 

To the Executive Committee on the Publication of the Florida Christian Advocate: 

Dear Brethren— H aving been appointed by you, the business manager of the 
Florida Christian Advocate , I hereby respectfully submit my report. 

On the 21st of December, 1887, when I was elected editor, the Advocate , accord- 
ing to the testimony of its publisher, had one thousand subscribers, about 
seventy of whom were on the free list of exchanges, correspondents and others who 
paid no money for the paper, making nine hundred and thirty paying subscribers, 
many of whom had gone over the time for which they had subscribed. The adver- 
tising patronage of the paper was very small. Hence the proceeds did not pay 
expenses and the publishing company failed to carry out their agreement. They 
did not pay the editor, and on the 4th of March last, gave up the papfcr, since 
which time I have edited and published it and kept its books. 

The difficulties have been many and serious. Not having the means to do 
otherwise the entire work has been carried on by the grace of God, and his 
gracious hand is thus formally recognized. The paper has been kept alive and 
the following are the results :

Nothing has been paid for editorial work and service of business manager, and 
the receipts have fallen below the expenses $239.90.

Due from individual subscribers 990 00 



Total due $1,686 69 

There are four hundred and ninety-five subscribers who have gone beyond the 
time for which they subscribed, and their subscriptions expired as follows : One 
in 1886 ; five in 1887 ; fourteen in January 1888, fourteen in February, sixty-five 
in March, sixty-three in April, twenty-six in May, thirty-one in June, eighteen in 
July, thirty in August, fifty-nine in September, seventy-one in October, fifty-five in 
November and forty-five in December. The most of these will pay in time. 

One hundred and forty-five have been discontinued during the year, only one 
hundred of them by request, which makes an excellent showing. 

Having brought the paper down to the present time, it is now respectfully turned 
over to you. The next issue will come immediately after Conference, and it is 
important that it shall appear in any event, because it ought to give our people 
the proceedings and appointments of the Conference. Therefore I suggest that 
some arrangement be made at once for getting it out and meeting the expense.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Your Board of Education submit the report below : 

It is with the highest sanction, that the Church of Jesus Christ undertakes the 
work of education. He, who is Head over all, to Whom all power is given in 
Heaven and in earth, has said to her : “ Go and make disciples of all nations, 
teaching them to observe all things, whatsoever, I have commanded you.” By His 
authority to teach is as holy a work, and as distinct an obligation committed to 
the church, as to preach. He, who embodied all offices of the church in Himself, 
both preached and taught ; preached to the multitude, but taught His disciples — 
those who were willing to accept His authority. He put twelve men through a 
three years’ course of special training. He did not turn loose a set of ignorant men 
upon the world, to mislead through ignorance, but he trained them as no teacher, 
before or since, has ever trained his pupils ; by hourly personal contact with them, 
by word, by example, He taught them how to perceive, how to hear, howto think, 
how to grapple great truths, howto sift error from truth, how to weigh the relative 
value of things, how to teach things that are known, how to illustrate by things 
familiar, things spiritual and heavenly. The world has never known a higher 
art of preaching the Gospel, and of writing history, than is exhibited by the Apostle 
and Evangelists, who learned of Jesus. The Divine Father sanctioned the plan 
of the Divine Son, when He called some to be apostles, some prophets, and some 
teachers. The Holy Spirit sanctioned this plan of saving the world, and elevating 
humanity, when He distributed His gifts to teachers , as well as to preachers or 
prophets. The early church understood this to be the Divine order, for soon in her his- 
tory, we find the church at Antioch, when disciples were first called Christians, organ- 
ized under the ministry of prophets and teachers. It is a significant fact, that 
God chose the most cultured man of his age, to expand the ethics and philoso- 
phy of Christianity, and to be the great Apostle to the Gentiles. It is a significant 
fact, that God chose the learned Dr. Luther to lead the reformation of the six- 
teenth century, and the learned John Wesley to lead the reformation of the 
eighteenth century. It is a significant fact, that the- late great revival in missions, 
is followed so closely by the great revival in education. 

The Church in Florida cannot afford to violate the Divine order, for as certainly 
as we are called to preach, are we also called to teach. And we can only hope for 
success and expect the realization of the Divine promise “ lo, I am with you alway,” 
when we recognize as one these two whom God hath joined together for the salva- 
tion of the world and for the edification of the saints. 

We are glad that our fathers so thought and began years ago to plan for the 
Christian education of our youth. For more than half a century has Wesleyan 
Female College, located at Macon, and for about an equal length of time has 
Emory College, located at Oxford, Ga., been doing noble work for the Master’s 
cause in the elevation of humanity. These two have grown in favor with both 
God and man. Each is better equipped now in both appointments and faculty 
than at any former time, able to do better work and has larger patronage. 

The Florida Conference is joint owner with the two Georgia Conferences in 
these excellent Institutions, shares largely in the benefits they bestow and bids 
them each a hearty God-speed. 

But excellent as are these Institutions, the time has come when Florida Metho- 
dists should make ample provisions for educating their sons and daughters at 
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home. They must have their own college with equipments and faculty equal to 
the best. Many considerations force us to this conclusion. To be educated 
within the State in which he is to live and build liis future gives to the 
young man, through the friendship formed during college life, advantages that 
no parent can well afford to withhold from his child. The Florida Conterence 
cannot longer afford to send her young ministers to be educated abroad at the 
cost of losing their service in the home field, which is still missionary and where 
they are most needed. Our climate, and especially our Winter climate, affords 
such sanitary advantages that tens of thousands come to our State from all ccuntries 
nsrth of us for health advantages and comfort. We should not be guilty longer of 
the folly of sending our sons and daughters North during the Winter months and thus 
deprive them of our peculiar and confessed advantages, and of imperiling their 
health and lives under efforts to cultivate their minds amid circumstances unfavora- 
ble to physical health. The most robust among us can hardly afford to go North 
during Winter, and Winter is the school term of all institutions North of us seeking 
our patronage. Even when yellow fever has visited our State mortality and sick- 
ness in our State is less than in any of the other States. Fresh air is needed for best 
brain development. No State has such pure air as Florida. No State allows of 
such outdoor life, the youth’s paradise and the invalid’s panacea. The large area 
and the vast resources of our State, just now beginning to be appreciated, and the 
rapidly increasing population assures us that our people will soon be so numerous 
that we must furnish adequate educational facilities at home as a large proportion 
of our youth will be compelled to go without the advantages of a higher education. 
The State must have educated Christian teachers, lawyers, doctors, legislators, 
farmers, merchants, daughters, mothers. The State in her secular will not, can 
not furnish a high Christian education, and no other than a Christian education 
can complete the many-sided nature of man. It is a dangerous thing, often fatal, 
for a Christian parent to send his son where he will be away from the gracious 
influences of a pious home, surrounded by conditions tending to alienate God from 
conscience and morality from religion. The Church must have her own"Christian 
colleges if she would have her sons and daughters educated in the best sense. 

The future ministry of the Florida Conference especially demands a home col- 
lege. Our young ministers must be educated. The times demands it. Ministers, 
of all others, must be the peers of the most advanced in true culture. Never in 
the history of the world was thought more vigorous than now. Never did vigo- 
rous thoughts more center around the truths of the New Testament than now ; 
some to attack, some to defend. Never in the history of the Church did the best 
cultured men so labor to find out just what Jesus said, or the evangelists said about 
Jesus, the very words. Every ancient manuscript is dug up, read, studied, manu- 
script compared with manuscript that all that is merely human and unauthoritative 
may be eliminated. It is a good sign that the hearts of the best and most cultivated 
are so true to Jesus, the Christ, that nothing but the words of Christ will satisfy 
them. The future ministry must have the great advantage of knowing how to read, 
understand, appreciate the New Testament Greek, the very words of inspiration, 
that breathe of Christ and the Hebrew of the prophets who told of his coming. Such 
is this urgency that the young minister of to-day who wishes to become a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, should begin, with or without the advantages 
of a college, to study and read his Greek Testament. But, brethren, let us see to 
it that our successors have better advantages than we have had, that they may be 
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equipped to do better work than we have been able to do. Let us build for them’ 
for the Church and for Christ the best college in our power. 

Indeed, you have already begun the work. The Florida Conference College, 
located at Leesburg, is a beginning not to be despised. The location is central, 
surroundings healthful to both soul and body. The building though limited, fur* 
nishes us a habitation. The faculty are competent and doing good work. The 
pupils, though not as many as should be, are diligent, progressing, and best of all 
are learning of Christ and deporting themselves like Christian ladies and gentle- 
men ; already the outflow of good from our college has begun. 

But this institution is not what it should be, it is not what it must and will 
become. Let us remove from it everything that would hinder its progress. Let us 
bring to it everything that would insure its success. Let us put the possibilities of 
Christian education within the reach of all, the poor as well as the rich. Let us 
make the literary, mental and spiritual advantages worthy our climate and State 
and Church, and then let us say with truth and charity to our brethren in Georgia 
and the other States, if you want your youths to have the best advantages for 
culture of body, soul and spirit, send them to Florida.

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The Committee on Books and Periodicals have considered with becoming 
attention the several matters referred to them, and beg leave to indicate 
briefly the more important conclusions to which they have arrived. 

Our Church has abundant reason to be grateful for the business strength, 
ability and success of our Connectional Publishing House at Nashville. It 
would be difficult to overestimate the wholesome, moral and enlightening 
influences exerted within a term of years upon the mind of the Church and 
the body politic by such an institution. It also operates silently as a real and 
appreciable influence to bind our Church together as a firmly united and 
unified ecclesiastical communion. To this end, let us introduce our Centred 
Advocate wherever that is practicable, and to this end let us encourage all our 
preachers and cultivated laymen to subscribe for our Quarterly Review. It is 
true that as our people become more generally educated and enlightened, that 
a more enlightened ministry is demanded by the Church. Our preachers can- 
not afford to be ignorant. They must keep abreast with the march of thought 
in the world. They must know what the Church in the world is doing, and 
what it would be at. They must look with deep interest into the thoughtful 
discussions of religious truth by the great minds of the age. And then, all the 
knowledge and all the learning, and all the intellectual treasure thus acquired 
is to be pressed into the service of the Church, and laid at the feet of Jesus. 
But we may not bury our talent — we may not leave unemployed any capacity 
that can aid us in fighting the battle for the final triumph of truth over all 
forms of error. 

Do not on any account deny yourselves the reading of our connectional 
organ and the study of the Quarterly Review. 

Your Committee have carefully considered the report of the Publishing 
Committee of the Florida Christian Advocate, and we have approved by resolu- 
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tion appended, the suggestion made by that Committee. We have inspected 
and considered various business propositions for the publication of the Advocate , 
that cannot be set forth in detail in this paper ; but some of these well-reasoned 
propositions from responsible and competent publishers, offer gratifying assu- 
rance that our cherished enterprise, so dear to Florida Methodists, can be, and 
we trust, will be made a permanent success. 

But to reach this result so devoutly to be desired, there must be a union of 
effort by the members of this Conference. It is your paper. It is a power in 
your Conference. It delivers its forces for the good of your Church, and for 
the glory of your Christ ! Your loyalty to our cause and our hope ought to 
arouse your interest and bind your conscience 

The Advocate is doing the work of an evangelist, “ warning every man, and 
teaching every man, in all wisdom.” It will help you to raise your collections, 
and increase your salary. And best of all, it will help you to lead souls to 
Christ. 

Your Committee respectfully submit for your approval the following reso- 
lutions : 

Resolved 1, That the Publishing Committee of the Florida Christian Advocate 
shall consist of seven, instead of fifteen members ; and that said Committee 
be, and they are hereby empowered to perfect such business arrangements, 
and execute such contracts as may be safe and proper to insure the continu- 
ance and prosperity of the Advocate, provided that this Conference shall not 
incur any pecuniary liability. 

2d. That we approve the suggestions of the Publishing Committee made to 
this Conference, respecting the business principles that ought to control the 
publication of the paper. 

3d. That any business arrangement for the publication of the Advocate shall 
embrace a period of not less than three nor more than five years. 

4th. That we recommend for appointment as Publishing Committee for the 
ensuing Conference year, the following persons, to-wit: Revs. R. H. Barnett, 
C. E. Pelot, T. Bishop, Col. H. W. Lang, Judge Richard McConathy, Dr. A. E. 
Philips, J. Wofford Tucker. Respectfully submitted,

ON TEMPERANCE. 



We deem it unnecessary to picture the evils growing from the use of ardent 
spirits, those evils being familiar to us all. As, however, there seems to be in 
some quarters a difference of opinion as to what temperance is, as applied to 
liquor drinking, we consider it our duty to define it to be total abstinence from 
everything that intoxicates. We cannot tamper with the deadly poison tem- 
perately , as, for instance, we cannot permit a rattle snake to bite us just a little, 
so we cannot tamper with liquor in any degree, without fatal danger. “ Look 
not upon the wine ” should be our motto. 

We are gratified to believe that the interest felt in the great cause of tem- 
perance throughout Florida has not abated, and though we must view with 
alarm the Herculean efforts that are being put forth by the enemies of tem- 
perance to thwart our plans, purposes and prayers, by the use of money, by 
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employing the strong arm of unsanctified law, and by every contrivance that 
can be suggested by the Spirit of Evil, yet we thank God that our ranks are 
unbroken.and that the fact is continually pressed home upon our consciences 
that intemperance is the deadly foe of the Church, of morals, of religion, of 
all that is sacred and good in the world, and that this curse is the most prolific 
source of the woes that afflict our race. We thank God, too, that the Method- 
ist Church is a temperance organization, that it is the most powerful factor 
in the world to-day for promoting and propagating the principles of temper- 
ance ; and if its disciplinary requirements are honestly subscribed to by our 
members, and fearlessly enforced by our pastorate, it must be readily admitted 
that the most beneficent results must follow. We are not of those, however, 
who believe that the Church is the only needed agency for the suppression of 
intemperance. We, therefore, bid God-speed to all organizations which have 
for their object the elevation and amelioration of mankind. We invoke, 
therefore, renewed efforts and energy upon the part of the Church, both lay 
and clerical, and upon all lovers of humanity, to the end that our enemy may 
not only soon be routed, but annihilated. 

While it is necessary that we should be on the alert, and should be active 
and aggressive, we consider it necessary to be cautious and conservative 
also, so that our deadly foe be given no undue advantage. It is plainly 
our duty to be brave, firm and resolute, yet we need to remember that 
in order to reach men’s consciences, our own opinions, dogmatically expressed, 
will avail us nothing. The votary of drink must be dealt with kindly, affec- 
tionately and prayerfully. The mind must be enlightened, the conscience 
quickened, and above all we should learn to use the Sword of the Spirit 
aright, and to live what we profess. 

After all, the responsibility rests with the Church — especially the Method- 
ist Church — to lead, to guide and to mould public sentiment. We need cau- 
tion also with reference to our methods — worldly methods. We cannot 
endorse any political dogma or creed, or connect ourselves with any politi- 
cal party, ostensibly to promote this cause. Public sentiment will be ripe, 
we trust, for something like this, at no very distant day, if we faithfully 
discharge our duty, but not now. Let us remember that God is with us, and 
if he be for us, we need not fear what the result will be in his own good 
time. We offer the following resolution, namely : 

Resolved , That the presiding elder of each district select one good man to 
attend the next session of the Florida Legislature to urge further temperance 
legislation, and especially legislation that will make our local option law more 
effective.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 



We respectfully submit the following as our report for the Conference 
year, 1888 : 

From the statistics submitted at this Conference, we find that the number of 
Sunday Schools is 278, against 262 reported last year — a gain of 16 Schools. 

Our Board has extended aid to 16 schools. This is encouraging, and we 
record our gratification at the results accomplished, We are anxious to assist 
wherever it is practicable, and we respectfully urge our pastors to organize 
schools wherever the provisions of the Discipline can be met. 

We report as the total collections for the year, the sum of $129.33 — this 
being the amount reported from observance of Christmas day. 

We renew our commendations of the excellent literature furnished by our 
publishing house, and we urge our pastors to see that it is used in all the 
Schools of our churches in our Conference. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved , 1. That we pledge ourselves to renewed diligence in fostering and 
advancing the Sunday School enterprises of our Church. 

2. That the 90 per cent, of the proceeds of collections taken on Children’s 
Day, which is a fund to be appropriated for aiding destitute schools in our own 
Conference, be applied in the following manner : In each case where aid is 
sought, the preacher in charge of the work shall forward to the Chairman of 
this Board a statement of the number of pupils, the condition of the school, 
and such other facts as may be helpful to the Board, upon which the Chairman 
may endorse the application to the Secretary, who may draw upon the 
Treasurer of this Board for the amount due for supplying the needs of the 
school, at the rate of 10 cents per scholar. Respectfully submitted.

ON THE KEY WEST CUBAN MISSION. 

Your committee, appointed on the Key West Cuban Mission, after such 
deliberation as our limited time allowed, beg leave to submit the following 
report : 

This Mission was regularly inaugurated in 1874, and Rev. J. E. A. VanDuzer, 
of precious memory, was the first missionary. After a year and a half of 
devout study and faithful labor he fell at the post of duty a victim to yellow 
fever, and with his dying breath said, “ Tell the church not to give up the

Cuban Mission.” He passed to his reward without the happiness of seeing a 
single Cuban brought to a saving knowledge of Christ, but he did not labor in 
vain. He had sown “ the good seed of the kingdom,” and scattering it among 
the rocks he believed grace would keep the precious germs alive, and that the 
seed would spring, develop and mature into a glorious harvest in years to 
come. 

His place was quickly supplied by the saintly Francisco Diez. He was a 
Canarian by birth, a Cuban by rearing and education, but for some years a 
resident of Savannah, Ga., where, under the ministry of the late Dr. E. H. 
Myers, he was soundly converted and consecrated to the work of the Lord. 
Though only a licensed exhorter, he was put into this important field under 
the approval of Bishop Wightman. He did not carry into his work the 
valuable adjuncts of scholarship or brilliant talents, for he professed neither, 
but a luminous Christian example, a tender yearning for the salvation of souls, 
and a zeal for the honor of Christ which rendered him an invincible instru- 
ment in the hands of God. In feeble health — dying of consumption — he 
knew his work on earth for the Master would soon be closed, and hence he 
must make the best possible use of the short time allowed him. With holy 
enthusiasms, he preached Christ in public and from house to house, and dis- 
tributed Bibles and religious tracts. Although he survived only about eight 
months and was not effective more than six, grand results were achieved. 

The number of Cuban Sunday School scholars was more than doubled. The 
attendance of Cubans upon public worship was quadrupled, and upwards of 
thirty were brought into the church, many of whom were genuinely converted. 

Among those brought into the church on profession of saving faith were two 
brethren who subsequently became ministers and missionaries. Brother 
H. B. Someillan, your present missionary to the Key West Cuban Mission, and 
Brother Aurelio Silvera, now laboring as a missionary in Mexico under the 
auspices of the M. E. Church. 

At this period our mission work in Key West held a vantage-ground. There 
was a favorable opening — a grand opportunity for effective effort. 

Two cultured and gifted young men — Cubans — had been converted, brought 
into the church and called to the ministry. 

The Spanish being their vernacular, they could begin to preach to their 
countrymen so soon as their knowledge of our doctrine and usages would per- 
mit. A mission school was projected, and a year later these two brethren 
were assigned to the field as preachers and teachers. But unfortunately the 
necessary means to sustain the work was not appropriated, and as a result the 
missionaries became embarrassed, hampered, discouraged and forced into 
secular employments. Thus unsustained and discouraged, one of these 
brethren, Aurelio Silvera, a year or two later, abandoned the field in Key 
West and went to his native home in Havana, Cuba, and there preached and 
otherwise labored for Christ, depending on his own resources for support, and 
begged for recognition and succor from our church, which were never accorded 
him. He is now lost to our branch of the church, but, thank God, not to 
Methodism. 

Subsequently, and for two years consecutively, the Key West Cuban Msssion 
was suspended. No missionary appropriation, and no missionary assigned. 
The whole field was left to lie waste, except as some little culture might be 
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given it by the pastors of First Charge and Spark’s Chapel. Meanwhile the 
Cuban membership which had increased to sixty were scattered, and, with 
few exceptions, lost sight of, and Brother Someillan, who, through all the dis- 
couragements and reverses of the mission work, still clung to the hope that 
the spirit and grace of God would stir and enlist the sympathy and efforts of 
the church to redeem and save his people, was himself at the point of utter 
despondency, but God graciously gave him a fresh baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
and with it he experienced a renewal of consecration, and then for the salva- 
tion of his people revived, and he became willing and anxious to resume his 
labors in the mission. 

Two years since and the mission was re-established, and Brother Someillan 
was assigned to it again. His report submitted on yesterday is so full as to 
render it unnecessary for us to say anything in regard to the present condition 
of the work. We have glanced at the history of the mission in order to show 
that it has not been a failure. 

Considering the meagre and inadequate appropriations made to sustain the 
work, the fact that for two years it was wholly suspended, the results achieved 
are gratifying, and should inspire hope and enlist increased effort for the 
future. The far-reaching results cannot even be approximately estimated by 
what is apparent in Key West. The wonderful religious movement in Cuba 
in favor of Protestantism, and notably in favor of Methodism, is traceable to 
the Key West Cuban Mission as one of its chief sources. 

Your committee is profoundly impressed with the importance of the Cuban 
Mission work, and we hail with joy and gratitude the announcement that the 
parent Board has undertaken the establishment of a mission in Havana, but 
we wish to stress the importance of mission work among the Cubans within 
our Conference territory. The Spanish-speaking population of Key West is 
between eight and nine thousand. Missionary work is going forward hopefully 
among them. The prospect brightens. Indications in Sunday School and day 
school and public worship show that interest is being awakened and the light 
of salvation is dawning on many minds and hearts ; but, alas! the mission- 
aries are inadequately sustained, and they have no houses of worship in which 
to congregate their people. They must preach where and when they can. 

The immediate and pressing need of the mission is a house of worship. 
Such a house as would meet the present demand could be built at a cost of 
$2,500.00 

Our attention has been called to Tampa, where there is a Cuban population 
of three thousand, and it is estimated that it will be increased to four thousand 
during the current year. Your committee is of the opinion that a mission 
should be inaugurated among them as soon as practicable. There is a consid- 
erable Cuban population at several other localities in the State, but at present 
we are of the opinion that our means and efforts for the salvation of this peo- 
ple should concentrate upon Key West and Tampa. 

In conclusion, we submit the following resolutions : 

Resolved , 1. That, inasmuch as the Florida Conference is unable to fully sus- 
tain her missions among her native English speaking population, that the 
Cuban Mission in Key West, and the contemplated mission to the Cubans at 
Tampa, should be sustained exclusively by the Foreign Board. 
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2. That our presiding Bishop be requested to urge upon the Board of Mis- 
sions at their annual session the growing importance and needs of Florida, 
and especially the Cuban work, in our Conference. 

3. That our presiding Bishop be and is hereby requested to represent the 
pressing needs of our Key West Cuban work to the Board of Church Exten- 
sion at its approaching annual session, and seek to secure means for the 
erection of a suitable church edifice. Respectfully submitted.

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MEMOIRS. 



REV. JOHN R. SHARPE 

Was born in Floyd county, Ga., October, 12, 1851. 

Was converted to God under the preaching of Rev. J. G. Anthony, in the Fall 
of 1867, who fervently prayed that this life might be devoted to God. Was licensed 
to preach November 28th, 1869. The years 1870-1872 were spent in school and 
July 19, 1872, received a recommendation for admission on trial into the North 
Alabama Conference, which held its session at Tuscaloosa, Ala., November, 1872, 
Bishop D. S. Doggett, presiding. Received his first appointment in LaFayette, 
District, North Alabama Conference. 

In 1874 he was happily married to Miss Sallie Callahan, of LaFayette, Alabama. 
Two children blessed their union. 

During his first year in the ministry one hundred and fifteen were received into 
the church. Five years ago, 1884, at his own request, he was transferred to the 
Florida Conference and assigned to Bartow, Fla. 

At the Conference of 1886 he was sent to Gainesville, remaining there two 
years. 

He carried to successful completion the Church building commenced by his 
predecessor, Rev. F. Pasco, one of the finest Church edifices in the Conference. 

The second year of his ministry in Gainesville was blessed with a most gracious 
revival of religion under the leadership of Rev. J. B. Culpepper. In many 
respects this was the grandest year of his ministerial life ; but God had greater 
triumphs yet in store for him. 

At the Conference of 1888 he was sent to Starke. In March of that year, by the 
transfer of Rev. H. H. Kennedy to the Baltimore Conference, St. Paul’s Church , 
Jacksonville, was left without a pastor, and Brother Sharpe was assigned to the 
vacancy by Bishop Key. A severe illness overtook him almost immediately 
upon his arrival in his new work, but as soon as possible he entered upon his 
labors, and soon won the affections of his people by faithful devotion to their 
interests. 

In August the yellew fever was declared epidemic in Jacksonville ; a panic 
seized the people; all were hurrying in every direction to escape the dread 
monster, but Brother Sharp remained at his post, though urged to go. 

“I am in the path of duty,” he said, “and there alone is safety.” 

Day and night he visited the sick and dying, ministering comfort to the afflicted, 
until at last worn down by his arduous efforts, he himself fell a victim to the dire 
disease. 

Everything was done to alleviate his sufferings. Clergymen of other Churches 
watched tenderly by his bedside, but God had higher w^k for him above, and on 
the holy Sabbath morn as the bells were ringing for morning service, he said “ the 
bells are ringing for me up yonder,” and bidding his heart-broken wife a last 
farewell, in clear melodious tone he sang, “ Praise God from whom all blessings 
flow ” and fell asleep on September, 9, 1888. 
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Such is the record of this brief life of thirty-five years, but life is not measured 
by years. 

“ We live in deeds not years, 

In thoughts not breaths, 

In feelings not in figures on a dial ; 

We should count time by heart throbs ; 

He most lives who feels most, * 

Thinks the noblest, acts the best.”

REV. ALEXANDER H. GIBBONS, 

Wa 3 reared in Alachua County, Florida. Was converted while attending school in 
Starke, about seven years ago, under the ministry of Rev. J. B. Ley. From the time 
ofhis conversion, he seemed to realize that the ministry was his life work, and 
began preparing with a zeal characteristic of the man. On reaching his majority, 
he applied for license to preach, and was admitted into the Conference three yea's 
ago. The first year, he was sent to Moseley Hall, and the past two years was sent 
to St. Augustine Mission, where he labored with earnest zeal and success, till 
August, when he was attacked with his last illness. He died in great peace, among 
his friends in Gainesville. J* C. Ley. 

While in the midst of the battle, some of our fellow-soldiers have heard the 
words of our captain — “ Come up higher.” The message has also come to some 
brave, patient, faithful hearts, who had girded the warrior for his conflicts, and sent 
them forth with prayer and smile. Three of our preachers’ wives have gone to their 
restand reward— Mrs. Maggie Harman, Mrs. Willie B'olsom and Mrs. E. M. Wood- 
bery ; the first two in the prime of young womanhood, the last in the ripeness of a 
long life, spent in the service of God and the church. We would lay upon their 
graves, a chaplet of freshest flowers, as emblematic of the perfumes of their lives ; 
while God keeps in His record books, a memorial of what they have done and 
endured for His cause.

REV. JOSEPH L. M. SPAIN. 

Joseph L. M. Spain was born in Morgan County, Indiana, June 17th, 1859, where 
he lived until twelve years old when his parents removed to Missouri. 

At the age of twenty he was converted to God ; and feeling called to preach, he 
began to prepare himself for the work of the ministry. In 1884 he was licensed to 
preach ; moved to Montana ; joined the Montana Conference, and was appointed 
to Willow Creek Circuit. After one year’s service in Montana, his health failing 
under the vigors of that climate, he was transferred to Florida, and appointed to 
Keystone Circuit it 1886. This year the writer was his Presiding Elder, and 
learned to love him for his purity and nobility of character, and to admire him for 
his devotion to Christ and his church. It was a successful year. He went from 
house to house, hunting up the scattered flock of Christ ; praying in the homes of 
the people ; gathering in the children to the fold; preaching the Word of Life ; 
laboring in revivals on his own and neighboring charges, and pressing the material 
interests of the church. At its close, he had the hearts of this people, and they 
earnestly desired his return. It was thought best, however, to give him lighter 
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work, and he was appointed to Yalaha, having been received into full connection 
and ordained Deacon by Bishop Hendrix. This appointment he received with 
some misgivings, for so modest was his estimate of his own preaching ability that 
he feared he could not sustain himself among that cultured people. How ground- 
less were his fears ; how well he did his work, and how sweet was the savor of his 
life and ministry we see from the following letter of a leading man of that charge: 

“ Brother Spain was as good a man as I ever knew, and as devoted to the 
Master’s work as one could be. Our people were devoted to him, and I am sure if 
he had lived we would have asked for his return as long as the law of our church 
permits. Coming to us with a heavy heart, fearing the Bishop had made a mistake 
in sending him here, he went to work with earnestness and faith, and after a glori- 
ous revival, was very happy in seeing his work blessed of God. He was a man of 
much prayer, and realized that his help must come from God. A faithful pastor to 
all, he was always a welcome guest at our house, and ought to have been, for it was 
thought his influence made more a home of prayer. It will be hard to find another 
like him.” 

Our dear brother’s course in the ministry was, however, to be as brief as it was 
earnest and useful. Consumption, with resistless assault, laid waste his physical 
powers, and he was forced to lay aside his loved work, and in December, 1867, was 
placed upon the superannuated list. He returned to his old Missouri home in the 
the Spring. Rapidly did the “ earthly tabernacle” fall into decay, while the pure 
spirit within calmly awaited its release. On the night of June 28th, 1888, the mes- 
sage came and found him ready. “I am going to sleep,” were his last words ; 
and like an infant in its mother’s arms, he passed away. 

“ He giveth his beloved sleep.”
